I. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The rejection of Claims 1-5, 8-10, 13-15, and 18-20 under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated clearly by Lee et al (US 6,013,835) has 
been withdrawn due to the modification of claims in the amendment. 

• The rejection of Claims 1-22 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lee et al (U.S. 6,013,835) has been withdrawn due to 
the modification of claims in the amendment. 

Lee et al teaches the process of producing terephthalic acid by oxidation of para xylene 
in the reactor in the presence of acetic acid solvent containing cobalt and bromine and further 
purifying the resultant slurry of the terephthalic acid by filtrations and/or counter current 
washing processes.

However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that the cake is sent to the 
drying without changing into slurry and much few steps in comparison with the steps involved 
in the prior art. Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the skilled 
artisan in the art in view of the prior art
